Johnny Torrio, the old master of the 


Chicago underworld, stalked into a 


| federal grand jury room today to be 
questioned about his brightest pupil, 


Aiphonse (Scarface Al) Capone. 

With Professor Torrio, instructor 
in machine gunning, whisky cutting 
and beer brewing, were two of his 
lesser students, Phil D°’Andrea and 
Bobby Barton. D’Andrea is lobby- 
ist for the Capone liquor-vice-gam- 
bling syndicate. Bobby is the hard- 
boiled chauffeur of the Capone money 
car. 

They had been subpoenaed to tell 
about the Capone millions, the Capone 
reigns of terror and the Capone slay- 


ings. 

Others of their ilk likely will be 
taken before the grand jury during 
the next week and then, on Septem- 
ber 8, Capone will. go to trial on in- 
come tax evasion charges.

REVIVE TAX ISSUE 


Mellon Reported in Favor 
of Upward Revision De- 
spite Hoover’s Views. 


BY THOMAS L. STOKES. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—(UP) 
President Hoover's plan of avoiding 
a tax increase at the next session of 
congress by long-term bond issues has 
revived controversy as to the policy 
that should be pursued to meet the 
treasury’s growing deficit. 

This was apparent today in wide- 
spread discussion of Secretary of 
Treasury Mellon's announcement of 
a billion dollar refunding program 
which included a 24-year $880,000,- 
000 bond issue and a $300,000,000 
certificate issue to run for a year. 
Other bond issues are to follow later. 

A group in congress, which includes 
all the so-called independent repub- 
licans and some democrats, urges a 
fair and square recognition of the 
treasury'’s dilemma and a revision of 
taxes upward to meet it, instead of 
borrowing huge sums of money and 
saddling some of the costs of the de- 
pression on the next generation. 

A tax increase, they contend, is in- 
evitable later, with which administra- 
tion officials seem to agree, and they 
argue that congress might as well face 
the issue now. Regular republicans 
and regular democrats for the most 
part can not see it that way with an 
election just ahead, and are ready to 
support the bond issue stop-gap until 
a year hence. 

Secretary Mellon is inclined to eon- 
sider the problem purely from a fiscal 
standpoint, and is believed to favor a 
xeneral tax revision, though he de- 
clined today to discuss his position. 

He suggested a broad revision of 
the general tax structure ai few 
months ago, without specifying when 
it should be carried out, and laid em- 
phasis upon additional excise taxes of 
a stable nature to supplement the 
fluctuating income tax. Since that 
time, it is known, he has been study- 
ing a program of revision. 

The reputation of the veteran treas- 
ury head, who has become almost a 
legendary figure among businessmen 
for his surpluses and his successive 


tax reductions, is more or less at 
stake at this time and it is believed 
he would prefer to offer a long-time 
tax revision program bearing his im- 


print. But President Hoover, appar- 
ently, has ruled otherwise. 
Republican leaders argue that 
tax revision were brought up at the 
coming session it might get out of 
bounds. The independent republican 
group advocates jncreased levies upon 
the rich. Mellon has devoted his chief 
attention to reducing taxes on the 
wealthy, and it is his contention that 


lower rates produce more revenue than | 


higher rates as the latter tend to drive 
wealth into tax-free securities, 
Treasury officials insisted today 
that the bond issue should not be in- 
terpreted in the light of any rela- 
tion with tax policy.

It was learned that both fascists 
and church officials were satisfied 
with the accotd, which provides among 
other things a\means of avoiding fur- 
ther trouble over education of the 
youth of Italy. It was understood the 
government provided for special cleri- 
cal inspectors to oversee Catholic 
studies in the Italian schools. The di- 
vergencies between  simuilataneous 
membership in fascist organizations 
and the church also were believed to 
have been partly overcome, chiefly by 
restricting Catholic activities solely to 
religious work. 

The solution was expected to work 
more smoothly because of a decision 
to place the Catholic elubs under jur- 
isdiction of the various bishops rather 
than under a central er national lead- 
ership.

In official French eircleg tonight 
it was pointed out that while the 
government cannot accept responsibil- 
ity for M. Paul-Boncour’s utterances, 
the idea of turning armed forces over 
to the league is not entirely new, as 
the late Leon Bourgeois proposed the 
constitution of a general military staff 
at the Versailles peace conference. 

“When the disarmament conference 
agrees upon the actual figures of the 
defense strength of each country,” M. 
Paul-Boncour said in his statement. 
“our idea is that these forces should 
cease to be forces left entirely to the 
disposition of these countries and that 
there should be an international mort- 
gage upon them. 

“T mean that the council ef the 
League of Nations, when face to face 
with a case of proved war of aggres- 
sion, should be empowered under 
Article XVI of the league covenant 
to make use of them to settle a war 
crisis.” 

International Army. 

Limitation of armaments, he said, 
is linked with the idea of creating an 
international armed foree which will 
insure respect for arbitral decisions 
and with a policy of imposing penal- 
ties on nations which have been de- 
clared aggressors. He said that French 
circles yearned for perpetual peace 
and are growing apprehensive over 
next year’s disarmament conference. 

“Europe’s troubles, the campaign 
for the revision of treaties, the hypoc- 
risy with which France's military 
strength is weighed with a total ignor- 
ing of France’s responsibilities, and 
an evident jealousy of France's finan- 
cial situation which takes no ac- 
count of France's sacrifices—all are 
engendering the impression here that 
there is a deliberate wish to ruin 
France's national security,” the state- 
ment continued. 

M. Paul-Boncour declared his opin- 
ion that the disarmament conference 
would be the gravest event since the 


+ 


decisive step in the evolution. of 


peace. 

“Upon its success or failure de- 
pends the future of peace,” he assert- 
el. “People are watching France. 
Many are ready to hold us responsible 
for the failure of the conference or 
to think of success only at Frange’s 
expense, 


“I mean that the failure of the dis- 
armament conference would be the sig- 
nal for the rearmament of powers 
which under the peace treaties are 
subjected to special limitations. Ger- 
many has told us this clearly and 
Hungary thinks as Germany. General 
Von Seeckt, who created Germany's 
new professional army and aims at 
supplementing it with militia, has re- 
cently laid down unacceptable prem- 
ises. They are based upon the idea of 
mathematic:1 parity between the arin- 
ed forces of nations, an idea which is 
contrary to the league covenant. 

“This idea echoes. the thought of 
Mussolini who with his customary di- 
rectness pledges Italy to accept a 
minimum of forces accept&ble to other 
great continental powers. This means 
France, since it seems clear that in 
naval strength at least the United 
States and Great Britain are given 
a superiority which is entirely defen- 
sible and legitimate but which never- 
theless constitutes a serious snag to 
the principle of parity between na- 
tions.” 

_ The covenant of the League of Na- 
tions does not envisage mathematical 
parity of armament, he said, because 
the framers knew this would be du- 
plicity and impossible. He said it 
would be stupid to imagine that a 
great colonial nation like France 
should have the same armaments as 
ony nations with fewer responsibili- 
es. : 

“It is their geographical situation,” 
he said. “which ‘y unanimous ce .- 
sent, will maintain naval superiority 
for the United States Great 
Britain.” 

Obstacles to Disarmament. 

Until the problem of mutual assist- 
ance is settled, formidable obstacles 
‘will be encountered in disarmament,

Institution Registers 
Advances. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 31.—(%)—}j 


Marriage may have had a temporary 
setback, due to the economic’ depres- 
sion, but down through the years that 
institution has stood up excellently in 


census statistics. 
The census bureau, which a few 


weeks ago reported a marriage decline 
in 1929, today issued statistics show- 
ing a larger per cent of the popula- 
tion married now than ever before. 

“At each census since 1890, earliest 
date for which we have marital sta- 
tisties, the percentage married has 
shown an increase for both men and 
women,” the bureau said. 

Only 53.9 per cent of the men were 
married in 1890, whereas 60 per cent 
of the men are married now, while 
56.8 per cent of the women were mar- 
ried then as against 61.1 per cent now. 

Married men were found to totai 
26,327,109 as against 14,953,712 sin- 
gle: 2,024,936 widowed; 489,578 di- 
vorced. 

Married women totaled 26,170,756 
as against 11,306,653 single; 4,734,207 
widowed; 573,148 divorced. 

Divorce, a subject stressed by social 
workers, entered -but lightly into the 
census bureau nationwide report on 
martial conditions, involving but 1.1 
per cent of males over 15 years of age; 
1.3 per cent of females. 

The divorce percentages of the vari- 
ous states, mostly ranging under 2 per 
cent, were not even included in the 
report, though a column was devoted 
to the percentage widowed. 

The United States over, more_than 
twice as many widowed women as wid- 
owed men were found. This was ac- 
counted for by bureau experts by the 
greater longevity of women, the 
greater tendency in men to “marry

OKLAHOMA CITY, Okla., Aug. 31.

Commenting on the Roosevelt relief 
plan, Murray said:

There is an old story that tells of 
a dog crossing a stream with his din- 
ner in his mouth.
